LONDON, July 2 (AP).—Brit- 
ain’s blockade has been applied to 
French ports to prevent goods from 
reaching Germany but has been de- 
ferred against French colonies 
pending clarification of their status, 
Hugh Dalton, Minister of Eco- 


nomic Warfare, informed the House 
of Commons today. 

Clement R. Attlee, Lord Privy 
Seal and Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill’s lieutenant in Commons, 
said that Dalton would make a fur- 
ther statement on the blockade in 
a secret session if the members 
desired it. 

The Government introduced leg- 
islation tonight to levy a sales tax 
in Britain for the first time, but 
left to the House of Commons the 
fixing of the rate and the date for 
its start. The levy, called a pur- 
chase tax, is designed both to pro- 
vide large sums of money for the 
treasury and_ restrict internal 
Spending and conserve consump- 
tion of goods. 

The tax will be collected from 
wholesalers and manufacturers on 
transactions with retailers by 
means of i. license system. Exports 
will be exempt,:as also will be 
food, drink, fuel, light, water, «ent, 
medical supplies, drugs, beer, to- 
bacco, gasoline and_ children’s 
clothing and shoes. 

Air Raid Instruction. 

Sir John Anderson, Minister of 
Home Security, said th Govern- 
ment believed that “in orde. to de- 
feat the efforts of the enemy to 
dislocate production in war indus- 
tries, workers engaged in war pro- 
duction should continue at work 
after public air raid warnings 
until it is clear that enemy attack 
is actually imminent in that local- 
ity.” 

The air command, he said, would 
be cautious about sounding air raid 
alarms to “avoid unnecessary and 
undue interference with civil life.” 

Orderly dispersal of the popula- 
tion is part of ordinary defense 
policy, Attlee stated, but he said 
“panic evacuation was opposed.”

Senator Johnson, who had apn- 
nounced he would oppose Stimson’s 
nomination, quizzed him closely for 
half an hour on statements and 
speeches urging immediate aid for 
the Allied countries. 

“Many of the statements you have 
read were prophetic,” the witness 
countered. “If you go on reading 
them, you will have me feeling like 
Winston Churchill, who gave En- 
gland and France numerous warn- 
ings they failed to heed.” 

“If I believed as you do,” John- 
son retorted, “that Great Britain is 
an outpost of civilization and is 
fighting our battle, I would favor 
declaring war today. But I] don't 
believe it.” 

Stimson declined to comment on 
‘news stories read by Johnson, alleg- 
ling that former Secretary of War 
Woodring had been forced out of 
the Cabinet by “an 
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international 
banking ring” because he refused 
to strip America of defense to aid 
the Allies. The witness declared 
he knew nothing of the reasons for 
Woodring’s resignation. 

His connection with William 
Allan White’s committee to aid.the 
Allies, Stimson assured the Sen- 
ators, was confined to attendance 
at two luncheons at which the group 
was formed. It was not composed 
of international bankers, he assert- 
ed, nor were its meetings held in 
secret. 

Defense His Only Consideration. 

Recalling an interview in which 
Stimson supported some of the eco- 
nomic views of Wendell L. Willkie, 
Senator Johnson asked: 

“Are you still out of harmony. 
with the domestic policies of the 
administration you are about to 
join ?”’ 

“I have abandoned every consid- 
eration,” Stimson answered, “save 
that of national defense. I retain 
my own mental and moral integ- | 
rity. In the army are Republicans 
and Democrats. I regard, myself 
as a soldier.” 


“We are likely to be the next vic-! 
tim,” Stimson pronounced, “if the 
power now holding the barrier of 
the Atlantic is struck down. Every 
day that Britain holds out is so 
much the better for us.

Forty-four survivors were picked 
up from the destroyer, the naval 
communique announced, adding 
that “unofficially it is understood 

‘ré were some survivors from the 
submarines who were rescued.” 

Raids on Italian airdromes and 
oil tanks, carried out without losses 
despite heavy anti-aircraft fire, also 
were reported by the air command. 

Widespread Raids. 

The Air Ministry communique 
gaid: 

“A successful raid was carried out 
on Gondar, Abyssinia, and Azozo 
yesterday.

“One bomber was set on fire 
and five others seriously damaged.

Second Line Destroyed.

Missouri’s Niggardly Relief Policy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

UST what does a man have to do to 

get a little help from relief here? 

Three weeks ago I changed jobs. The 
Missouri State Employment Office sent 
me to work for a contractor as painter's 
helper. I worked for two weeks without 
getting any pay. At the end of that time, 
I found all the money was drawn out on 
the job, and that left me to get by as best 
I could. 

My family had practically nothing to 
eat the last week I worked. 

A week ago Tuesday, I went to the re- 
lief office after walking all morning look- 
ing for work. After sitting there for two 
hours, I got so sick from not eating I 
had to leave. | 

That evening, the police of our precinct 
investigated and gave us groceries. I 
went back to the relief office the next 
day and got an appointment for Friday. 

After answering a thousand questions 
and giving all proof they needed of all 
kinds, I find I still must be certified 
for WPA. This means that it will be an- 
other week or two before I can get an 
order of any kind. 

The relief office told me there is no 
such thing as emergency relief, not even 
when I have three small children,~aged 
6 months to 8 years, a wife and mother 
to support. 

I am two weeks behind in my rent 
and the baby’s milk has been cut off. 

My family faces starvation because I 
have no way of getting money, and there 
is no such thing as emergency relief. 

I don’t want relief, I want work. But 
until I can get work, my baby must have 
milk and my family must have food. 

I’m just wondering what I’m going to 
do in the meantime to keep my family 
alive unless I get work.

HE frontispiece of the July issue of 

the Negro magazine, Crisis, is a

No doubt years will elapse before the historians 
are able to compile a full account of the events that 
preceded the collapse of France. 

We are getting only glimpses. We know there 
was something wrong in France, but we do not know 
how far it went. We know that, in the long interval 
between the beginning of the war and the German 
blitzkrieg, the statesmen and Generals of France 
failed, in the face of warnings, to extend the Maginot 
line to the sea, although in 1914 the Germans in- 
vaded France along this line. 

This looks. like criminal carelessness. When the 
blitzkrieg began, Gen. Gamelin, who had been rep- 
resented as a military genius, was completely fooled 
by the German strategists. His finest troops, along 
with the best British troops, were sent to the wrong 
place and the stage was set for the Flanders disaster. 
In the path of the onrushing German army was the 
weak force under Gen. Corap, which did not even 
blow up the bridges over the Meuse, a primer de- 
fensive action that any 90-day soldier would know 
enough to order. Why weren’t these bridges blown 
up? Why did the French have to dismiss Gamelin 
and 15 other French Generals? Their army was 
reputed to be the finest in the world. Certainly the 
valor of the individual Frenchman was magnificent- 
ly and eternally proved in the last war. Is it possi- 
ble to believe that the French statesmen and Generals 
were merely stupid, or were they treasonous? 

These and many other questions clamor for reply. 
A clew to some of them may be found in the startling 
article by David Lloyd George, published in Sun- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. The former British Prime 
Minister asserts that the present French Government 
represents not the will of the French people, but the 
great vested interests championed by parties of the 
Right. Lloyd George blames the ultra-conservatives 
for the French collapse. Their policies, he says, have 
been largely responsible for the crushing defeat. 

While Reynaud ‘was asking the United States 
to send clouds of American airplanes, hundreds of 
new American planes lay unassembled in their crates 
at Casablanca in French Morocco and elsewhere, be- 
cause private French aviation interests “sought more 
advantageous business arrangements.” 

While an ancient and powerful enemy lay at 
France’s door, the great racketeers were milking the 
French Government; they sold out the cause of liber- 
ty for money. 

Lloyd George looks sadly back upon the past. It 
is now clear to him, at least, that Hitler’s decisive 
achievement was his deal with Russia, which guaran- 
teed he would have to fight on only one front. Lloyd 
George thinks he would not have had the nerve to 
fight a combination of France, Russia and Britain. 

For the failure of France and Britain to make an 
alliance with Moscow, Lloyd George blames those 
countries’ ultra-conservative press and leadership, 
whose fear of an alliance with Communistic Russia 
was evidently greater than their fear of Hitler. 

It seems to Lloyd George that “the Spanish policy 
pursued by the British and French governments was 
the beginning.of the tremendous defeat of the demo- 
cratic countries which we have been witnessing.” If 
Britain and France had backed up the Spanish Loy-

alists, “it would have consolidated the alliance of 
France, Britain and Russia, and would have brought 
Spain onto our side in any conflict with dictators.” 
Now, with Spain a Fascist country, the historic 
fortress of Gibraltar is in imminent peril. 

Lloyd George makes the crushing and disillusion- 
ing statement that French Government leaders from 
the outset demonstrated that “they had no real sym- 
pathy with liberty.” He points to the complete sup- 
pression in France of practically all liberty of expres- 
sion, all criticism. The French leaders, in a time of 
war when national unity is vital, crushed the French 
Communist party, which “commanded millions of 
votes and a majority in the municipal government 
of many French towns.” nal 

The millions of Communists in France were not 
Russians. They were Frenchmen. They hated Hit- 
ler. They were willing to fight Hitler. Though ex- 
pert aviation mechanics who were Communists were 
kicked out of French factories, 500,000 French Com- 
munists were in the army. These people could not 
be trusted to refrain from sabotage in factories, but 
they were permitted to offer their lives in battle. 

Is it possible that millions of Frenchmen, even 
though they professed adherence to the Marxist 
economic doctrine, were all traitors? Were they not 
Frenchmen first? Was not a drive against them 
really a drive against the French people? But so 
desperately jittery were the ultra-conservatives that 
they preferred to bring about internal unrest by per- 
secuting the leaders, as well as the rank and file of 
the French Communist party; while the monstrous 
Hitler was rapping at the door. 

Lloyd George has no doubt that this drive was an 
element in the demoralization which contributed so 
much to German victory. He warns against a report- 
ed move in Britain “to emulate the folly of the 
French Government in fettering the press and per- 
secuting the free expression of opinion.” He points 
out that only by such free expression was it possible 
to replace Chamberlain with Churchill. 

He asks the question, “Is war to be converted 
into a struggle between two Nazi systems, one of 
them efficient, the other not even yet effective.” 

As a final quotation from this memorable ar- 


ticle: 


The fate of liberty in Europe for many genera- 
tions will depend upon the outcome of this ap- 
proaching struggle. It will not be worth while 
going through all the inevitable horror and suf- 
ferings if the only purpose to be obtained is the 
entrenchment firmly in the soctal, political and 
economic system of our country of the vested 
privileges of a comparatively small section of the 
communhity at the expense of the rest. 


These are courageous words. It takes courage to 
tell the truth in a dark hour like this, but Lloyd 
George does not flinch from it. He served his coun- 


'try magnificently in the last war; in fact, his ability, 


his driving energy, his fierce patriotism played a 
great part in the ultimate British victory. He is 


once again playing a great role and we have no doubt 
that Winston Churchill, suffering under the most ter- 
rible burden that ever a man earried, must be grate- 
ful for Lloyd George’s truth-telling and his stanch 


support. 
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OCCUPATION OF THE CHANNEL ISLANDS. 

For the first time in centuries, British soil passes 
under control of an invader with the Nazi air force's 
action in seizing the Channel Islands. The islands, 
to be sure, are by location, geology and language 
a part of France. But they have been politically Brit- 
ish ‘since the early thirteenth century, when King 
John attached to the crown these former possessions 
of the Dukes of Normandy. 

The Channel Islands have had British garrisons, 
but no extensive fortifications of any sort, since Eng- 
land has not hitherto been menaced from across 
the Channel since Napoleon's day. A few days ago, 
the British Government declared the islands de- 
militarized, thus announcing that no effort would 
be made to defend them from Nazi seizure. The 
Germans acquire a few more points of departure 
for their coming attack upon Britain, but the stra- 
tegic gain is slight, since Boulogne, Calais, Dun- 
kerque and other Channel bases already in their 
hands are closer to Britain than are these islands. 

Nazi occupation means, for the 150,000 British 
subjects who live there, the end of :free institutions 
built up through the centuries.

Looking ahead to probable effects on world trade, 
various individuals and groups are planning courses 
of action to offset the commercial influences in the 
world, particularly in this hemisphere, of a victory 
by the Nazi dictator. Some of the outstanding pro- 
posals were reviewed in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

“Total Defense,” the name given to the most sweep- 
ing of these plans, would establish economic Fascism 
in the name of freedom. There is no other way to 
describe it. As devised by a group of progressive 
thinkers, in Washington and out, it would concentrate 
American trading power in a single public instru- 
ment, which would banish private enterprise from the 
whole field of foreign commerce. 


commerce of the United States is supposed to im- 
prove our relations with South America. In any 
case, the plan goes on to propose a hemispheric car- 
tel—an internationally binding pool—for handling 
all products of the Americas—North, Central, South. 

Next to our domestic economic problem, the ques- 
tion of what to do about South America is as diffi- 
cult an issue as we have to face.

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JUSTICE CANNOT BE BOUGHT. 

In sentencing Moses L. Annenberg to the Federal 
penitentiary for three years for criminal evasion of 
income taxes, United States Judge James H. Wil- 
kerson made a notable statement from the bench. 

He observed that the former head of racing wire 
services had agreed to pay the Government between 
$8,000,000 and $10,000,000 in back taxes and penalties, 
but declared that the Court had no idea of “com- 
promising a criminal liability.’ Then he added: 


Tax evaders should understand that they may 
not make a compromise with the Treasury De- 
partment and then expect to receive from the 
courts consideration in criminal cases ... To 
grant the plea of the defendant in this case would 
be to say to business men: “You may organize 
your affairs in a network of corporations and 
avoid the payment of just taxes, and when called 
to account by the Government for ‘what you real-. 
ly owe, nothing worse will happen to you than 
to be compelled to pay what you should have 
paid long ago.” 

This firm pronouncement that justice cannot be 
bought will reassure the public as much as it seems 
to have surprised the defendant. One of the tests 
of democracy is whether the rich and the humble

| While the “color books” should not be 
‘swallowed holus-bolus, neither should they 
be rejected in their entirety, no matter by 
which side they are issued. All contain 
some proportion of truth. The number of 
complete and utter fakes among them may 
turn out to be few and far between. The 
fakery is far more apt to be in the argu- 
mentation the documents are selected or 
cut to support. 

Objective truth is the least concern of 
those fighting the “color book” war. They 
are prosecutors endeavoring to convict an 
opponent of wrongdoing. Conspicuous 
among the methods of doctoring material 
to make a case are two: leaving out docu- 
ments of crucial importance to a true under- 
standing of what happened; deleting pas- 
sages from documents selected for printing 
with the idea of concealing facts. 

The former dodge is the easiest to detect 
at the moment the books are: published, for 
the “color books” can at least be checked 
against a chronology of known events. But 
deletions ordinarily remain undetected until 
archives are explored after the war is over.

Reviewing the current crop of “color 
books” in the New York Times, Ferdinand 
Kuhn Jr. has naturally emphasized omis- 
sions rather than cuts: 

“The British documents are only a selec- 
tion. They include nothing of the diplomatic 
interchanges between London and Paris, 
even in the acute phase of the crisis; noth- 
ing about the English-French-Soviet negotia- 
tions in Moscow, and tell little of the Munich 
crisis or of what went before. 

“The gaps in the French record are mad- 
dening; they all but destroy its value for 
future historians. There is nothing here, for 
example, about the tremendous preliminaries 
to Munich; the documents jump from the 
aftermath of the Anschluss in the spring of 
1938 to the Munich agreement itself. 

“The Germans began with Aug. 4, 1939. 
Nothing about Munich or Prague, or any of 
the shattering events that preceded last 
Summer appears in their pages. . Even the 
story of the last two weeks preceding the 
war is incomplete, for it does not deal with 
German-Russian negotiations, although they 
must have played a vital part in German 
calculations.”

the primary consideration. The various na- 
tions aim to serve their interests, not ours. 
If by any chance a belligerent does take up 
a line desirable for the American people as 
well, that is not because of any solicitude 
for us. It is because the policy which we 
think is desirable happens to be one which 
also serves the belligerent’s purpose. 
What Americans have to get straight is 
what policy will best serve their own inter- 
ests. This cannot be done if flighty and 


emotional individuals guide public opinion. | 


They are too apt to decide that it is more 
important that our policy help or hinder the 
policies of other nations than that it serves 
our own interests. What we have to decide 
is what line best serves American interests 
and stick“ it. 

The documents presented by the German 
Government as those found in the Polish 
archives ,were interpreted by German com- 
mentators as evidence that certain American 
Ambassadors may have involved American 
diplomacy in a way that might have encour- 
aged the British-French guarantee to Po- 
land. Such encouragement was certainly out 
of line with the expressed American policy 
of non-intervention. 

Publication of these documents has been 
sharply rebuffed by American officials, in- 
cluding President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hull, who have called into question: their 
authenticity. This was inevitable. They 
could not be ignored; the only possible tack 
was to cast doubt on their authenticity.

However, there are plenty of documents 
of the last war, now issued as official pub- 
lications of the State Department, which if 
they had been released during the course 
of the war, would have been repudiated as 
vehemently as these. From .past experi- 
ence we Know that in wartime an “official 


denial” of the authenticity of facts or docu- | 


ments, no matter the source from which they 
come, is insufficient reason to dismiss them 
entirely from consideration. 

But because they have been selected for 
this purpose it does not follow that the doc- 
uments are false. Far from it. Our knowl- 
edge of the foreign policy of the Roosevelt 
administration is too extensive for us to rule 
them out of court. 

It is likely that they are authentic doc- 
uments, This is the opinion of many Wash- 
ington correspondents, including Sir Will- 
mott Lewis of the London Times, who might 
be expected to be skeptical of them. When 
they are placed in the picture we have of 
President Roosevelt’s foreign policy, they 
are not false notes. Could they not have 
been used to fill out the highly favorable, 
semi-official picture of the President’s pol- 
icy drawn by Alsop and Kintner in “Amer- 
ican White Paper”? Do they not fit neatly 
into the Roosevelt line of “action short of 
war” in support of Britain and France? 

Criticism should be directed against that 
policy as a whole rather than at these stray 
documents which so neatly complement it, 
It and not these few papers will on some 
fateful tomorrow get the American people 
into really serious trouble. These papers 
are but straws in the wind.

She was a bright little girl to whom 
experiences meant richer mean- 
ings to everything she touched. If 
she returned in fall in good health, 
and with an enriched store of ex- 
periences, wouldn’t that be a better 
start for the fall’s arithmetic than 
Summer school work? “Send her 
to the farm and let her forget 
school and see how that works.” 
It works very well for such chil- 
dren. Many little girls are not 
ready for arithmetic as early as 
for other subjects. Given a little 
more time and encouragement, 
they arrive at the place where their 
power to understand number rela- 
tions wakens and gets to work. 
Then they do as well as the others. 


Drilling a child whose powers 
are delayed like this is useless. 
Their ability to understand must 
wait upon the ability of their brain 
cells to function. In some children 
certain sets of cells, one never 
knows which they will be, develop 
later than others. There is noth- 
ing to do but to wait until those 
cells are ready for work. When 
they are ready the child learns 
easily. 

That is why some teachers like 
to delay the teaching of numbers 
to young children until the second 
and third years in school. In many 
children, particularly in many little 
girls, this power comes a bit later 
than the power to read. It will 
come in its time and the child will 
do quite as well, often better, than 
the early number proficient one. 

Summer schoo! is fine for chil- 
dren who have lost work for some 
personal reason such as change of 
school, illness and the like. It is 
good for children who need to make 
up time because of late entrance in 
echool. It is good for children who 
are otherwise without aim in their 
vacation time. It is not good for 
the child who is sick or tired or 
like Mary Jane—of delayed devel- 
opment in some direction.

Ear and Nose 
Infections Due 
To Swimming

WIMMING is accepted as the 
Spest form of allround exercise. 

For the non-professional athlete, 
it has many advantages. There is 
no strain on the feet and it, there- 
fore, appeals to many who cannot 
play golf, tennis or go on walking 
tours on account of flatfoot, ar- 
thritis or other pedal disability. 
And swimming exercises practical- 
ly every muscle in the body. 


Swimming has some health haz- 
ards of its own. One that it con- 
stantly debated is the possibility 
of nose and ear infections. These 
are generally blamed on dirty and 
contaminated water—pools, springs, 
lakes or rivers—but Dr. H. Mar- 
shall Taylor of Jacksonville, Fla., 
has been calling our attention to 
other mechanisms, 


Dr, Taylor had a number of -pa- 
tients with sinuses and ears in- 
fected as a result of swimming, in 
which contaminated water could 
hardly have been a factor, because 
they frequented a swimming pool 
fed by a spring having a flow in 
excess of 145,000 gallons of fresh 
water a minute. These pools had 
a very low bacteria count, and they 
contained no irritating chemicals. 

The. other factors which bring 
about these infections are struc- 
tural in man’s anatomy. Man is 
not adapted to an aquatic exist- 
ence. As in all air-breathing ani- 
mals, the epithelial cells which line 
the nose are ~dmirably adapted to 
resisting air-borne infection, but 
are not capable of dealing with 
water-borne infection. 


Se &: @ 
AIR-BREATHING animals who 
lead a semi-aquatic existence, ac- 
cording to Dr. Taylor’s extensive 
studies, are capable of closing the 
nose and ears while under water, 
and so protect their respiratory 
mucous membranes. The alligator 
has a muscle around the openings 
of the nose so that they can be 
closed while he is under water. 
Semi-aquatic birds have no nostrils 
—the pelican and the cormorant. 


The hippopotamus is a mammal, 
like man, but unlike man an aqua- 
tic mammal and its underwater 
mechanism is perfect. Did you 
ever see a hippopotamus with sinus 
trouble? No, and you never will. 
The reason is the nostrils of the 
hippopotamus are a pair of slits 
which can be opened and elosed by 
the action of circular muscles sur- 
rounding them. They chose when 
the hippopotamus submerges. 

The lesson ts that the protection 
you have against respiratory infec- 
tion under water consists in proper 


breathing—exhale through the nose | 
inhale | 
through the mouth while swimming | 


while under water and 
on the surface and you maintain 
a positive air pressure in the nasal 
cavities which protects the nose 


and ears from infection. 


Aquatic animals also have means 
of closing the ears under water. 
We can imitate this by using ear 
drums, but this is of less impor- 
tance because ear infections from 
swimming come almost exclusively 
from nose and throat infection, 


which invades the ear by going up | 


the Eustachian tube.

Rosemarie Brancato, Who Has Lead- 
ing Role in "Rio Rita," Is Only 25 but 
Has Won Acclaim in Light and Grand 
Opera, Radio and Concert Fields.

light opera, concert and radio 

fields by the tender professional 
age of 25 would seem to be success 
enough for any girl and sufficient 
reason to settle down for awhile 
and paste up her scrapbook. Not so 
Rosemarie Brancsto, who has a 
leading role in “Rio Rita” at the 
Muny Opera this week. 

The little girl with the big voice 
and the personality that reaches 
all the way to the free seats is 
back at the opera after another 
successful singing year, but not to 
bask in accumulated glory. 

In the year since she had the lo- 
cai customers clapping their hands 
pink over her performance in “Fire- 
fly’ she has been working, study- 
ing, and now she grudgingly ad- 
mits having a toehold on a couple

of rungs of the ladder she hopes— 


to scale some day. 

“It takes a long time to build up 
an artistic career,” she said, “but 
I’ve been improving each year and 
working hard toward the pinnacle 
I want to reach. What is the pin- 
nacle? Well, it’s the top of the 
profession and that’s everything 
now. The Metropolitan used to be 
the top, but now you can be at the 
top in radio, in opera, and — if 
you’re beautiful enough — in the 
movies.” 

This last would seem to offer no 
obstacle at all, for the Kansas City 
coloratura is not only pretty but 
something of a rarity—an Italian 
girl with sunny hair and blue eyes. 
She is another rarity—an opera 
singer with oomph, even in slacks 
and blouse. 

“Movies aren’t my big ambition, 
though,” she said when we suggest- 
ed that her looks, as well as the 
cards, seem to be stacked in her 
favor. “I’m really interested’ in 
opera, radio and, after my Pper- 
formance here last year, light op- 
era. I suppose I want to be an 
‘exponent of song’ or something 
like that. It’s a big order, but both 
my husband and I are young and 
new in our fields—he’s a doctor— 
and-we hope to build up our Ca- 
reers together.” 

It is Rosemarie’s husband who 
has finally reconciled her family 
to her operatic ‘career. St. Louis 
opera-goers are fairly familiar with 
the case history of the home-state 


girl and how she won fame over- 
night when called on to fill in for 
Marion Talley at the Chicago Grand 
Opera Company, as well as with 
the fact that her family disap- 
proved of her singing. 

“But mother doesn’t worry now,” 
she said. “Since I’ve married she 
feels her child has some security. 
It was quite different when I first 
wanted to get away. Then it was 
against all their principles to send 
a young girl, the youngest in a 
family of seven, far away to 
school.” 

It was when Rosemarie wag 15 
that she won the Missouri State 
voice contest and decided she want- 
ed to go to the Eastman School of 
Music at Rochester, N. Y. After 
much persuasion, her family per- 
mitted her to go, her father, who 
died shortly after she left, giving 
the final word. But when school 
was over and she wanted to go to 
New York opposition again arose. 

“Finally my mother gave me 
some money and said, ‘Here, when 
this is gone, come home,’ but I 
wouldn’t come home, so I went to 
work instead. Then when I'd been 
in New York less than a year I was 
thrown in the professional world 
over night in a way I'd never 
dreamed of. And after the big 
chance I began giving concerts all 
over the country.” 

HE big chance came when Miss

For four years she sang in con- 
certs, then tried light opera last 
year for the first time, and this 
year has concentrated on radio. 

“I’m trying to study more drama, 
now,” she said, “because with tele- 
vision, singers will have to act as 
well as sing, and there will come 
the real test, During the past year 
I’ve done a lot of work in radio, on 
the ‘Dr. Christian’ program, on

Death Valley Days and my own 
commercial, the Consolidated Edi- 
son program.” 

The Brancato family, now recon- 
ciled, still lives in Kansas City— 
“they’re all grocers, in the import- 
ing or delicatessen business,” Rose- 
marie explained—while she spends 
most of her time in New York 
with her husband, Dr. Lester 
Rothman, 

“In an apartment,’ she added, 
“but such a big apartment that 
it seems like a house. And I’m 
kept very busy. An average day 
for me goes like this: I get up in 
the morning and walk my littte 
dog—he’s a black Scottie and very 
naughty but very cute. Then I 
rush downtown for a vocal lesson, 
then a coaching lesson, then I stop 
for a little salad for lunch.

“Also during the day I try to do 
some shopping, but I have a very 
sweet sister-in-law who’s just my 
size and often I tell her what I 
need—she has beautiful taste—and 
she brings me things to choose 
from.

‘. (Cost About 20c.) 

Two teaspoons plain gelatine;

cups pitted sour red cherries; three- 
fourths cup sugar; one-fourth tea- 
spoons almond extract; one-eighth 
teaspoon salt; one cup evaporated 
milk; two tablespoons lemon juice. 

Soften gelatine in two tablespoons 
of the cold water. Add rest of wa- 
ter to cherries which have been 
chopped coarsely; add sugar, and 
bring to boiling point, stirring un- 
til sugar is dissolved; then reduce 
heat and simmer until] cherries are 
tender, about ten minutes longer. 
Stir in softened gelatine until dis- 
solved. Add flavoring and salt, and 
chill in refrigerator until liquid 
begins to congeal. Whip evapo- 
rated milk until thick, and grad- 
ually beat in the lemon juice until 


stiff. Fold in cherry mixture; then 
turn into freezing tray of mechan- 
ical refrigerator. Freeze until 
mushy. Turn out into bowl, beat up 
well, and return to freezing tray 
to freeze until firm. Serves five.

“Two Bits’’—Survival of the Spanish 
Influence 

Vernacular for 25 cents, the ex- 
pression “two bits” is a survival of 
the Spanish influence on American 
language. 

The allusion is intrinsically to 
the institution of the Spanish dol- 
lar, equivalent.of eight reals—coin 
perpetuated in song and pirate 
story as the Piece of Eight (reals). 

From the West Indies, where the 
English word “bit” came to be 
applied to the one real silver coin, 
the usage spread, by way o*f New 
Orleans, to the Southern, South- 
western and Western part of the 
United States; particularly because 
when the real piece was scarce, it 
was. not uncommon practice for the 
Spanish dollar to be cut into quar- 
ter-sections, each being known as 
two bits, or 25 cents American. 

Circulating currently with the 
expression “two bits” were “a long 
bit” for 15 cents and “a short bit” 
for a dime. 

The term “bit” for coin .or 
money appears in English litera- 
ture as early as the seventeenth 
century.

T is my rule to publish only such 
[nance as fall within the bounds 

of reason. By this I mean that if 
a completely insane bid or play is 
reported to me I see no purpose in 
passing it along. It cannot point a 
moral, hence is usually worthless 
from.an educational standpoint. Oc- 
casionally, however, circumstances 
lead me to break this rule. Even 
when a bid or play is inexplicable 
the fact that it has been made by a 
better than average player suggests 
that other players might duplicate 
the error, hence it becomes worth 
discussing. All of which leads up 
to the following remarkable ac- 
count: 

“Dear Mr. Culbertson: Your arti- 
cles on contract bridge have been 
very interesting and I fee] that I 
have gained considerable from 
them. However, I would like to see 
more articles covering sacrifice bid- 
ding. Take, for example, the fol- 
lowing hand: 

“East, dealer.

“East passed on the first round, 
feeling that his hand was too full 
of holes and too lacking in major 
suit support to go anywhere unless 
his partner could open the bidding. 
North’s one spade bid after three 
passes was terrmble and, I believe, 
was the direct cause of the final 
result. South’s three spade bid 
over East’s three clubs was a slight 
stretch, but as this was duplicate 
we cannot criticise the bid. West's 
club bid was a stab in the 
dark to deceive the opponents, 
North’s four heart bid was astound- 
ing—with a two-suited hand and 
five-odd cold in his hand, six hearts 
or six spades possibly would have 
shut up the opponents. 

“The play of the hand was im- 
material. North and South, in spite 
of this bad board, were the winning 
North-South pair and in a section 
made up of the. strongers players. 
Some time ago I sent you a hand 
and in your article you stated that 
m.- bidding was like stealing candy 
from a baby. Well, maybe it was, 
but I think this hand might be 
classed as a. double steal, as they 
say in baseball. F. C., Chicago.” 

Until I read the part about this 
North-South team coming out first 
in the strongest section, I felt that 
there was no reason for reporting 
such a peculiar affair. North's 
bidding, from start to finish, was 
beyond anything I have seen and, 
not unnaturally, I put it down to 
total lack of experience. But after 
reading the entire letter my curi- 
osity became strongly. aroused. 
More and more I wrestled. with the 
question, “What conceivable thought 
processes on North’s part could 
have produced those bids?” I have 
no fault to find with the original 
spade bid. Indeed, with this freak- 
ish distribution, 1 am inclined to 
think that the one spade opening 
was the soundest and most strate- 
gic bid. Despite North’s tremen- 
dous power, he had only 3%-plus 
honor tricks, hence a two bid might 
be very unwise (North might find 
South with something like the A- 
K-Q of diamonds and the A-K of 
clubs and thereby land in an un- 
makable grand slam). The four 
heart bid, however, after South had 
found a free raise to three spades, 
was incomprehensible. North not 
only should have bid six, but, if 
doubled, should promptly have re- 
doubled. 

3ut nothing in my experience ap- 
proaches North’s double of five 
clubs, and it is this bid which I 
should be very grateful to have ex- 
plained by any one whose imagina- 
tion can soar that far.

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N odor Is something you smell. 
Women, as a rule, are Keener 

on smelling odors than men are, 
particularly if it is a peculiar odor.
